e. g., 92 : 793-98 means pp. 793-98 of the Proceedings of the meeting held in 
1892. 

The Proceedings of the Department of Superintendence for several years 
were published only in pamphlet form by the U. S. Bureau of Education and 
have a separate pagination ; these Reports are designated by a + preceding 
the year number; e. g., +84:21 means p. 21 of the Proceedings of the Depart- 
ment of Superintendence for 1884. The Proceedings of this Department for 
1877 are published as an Appendix to the volume for 1879, DU t they are indexed 
as +77, the year of the meeting being deemed more important than the 
accidental date of publication.
